TO SEA OIL, WHOSE POSITION HAS DETERIORATED IN LAST 
FIFTEEN MONTHS AS PREVIOUSLY REPORTED. ALI MURTOPO' S 
INTERVENTION MIGHT PROVE MORE EFFECTIVE THAN MALIK’ S. 
EMBASSY WILL CONTINUE TO LEND ALL POSSIBLE SUPPORT TO 
CONSOLIDATED INVESTMENT CORP. END SUMMARY 

2. WE HOPE NEW EFFORTS TO SETTLE CLAIM BY CONSOLIDATED 
INVESTMENT CORPORATION WILL BE MORE FRUITFUL. IRVING 
DAVIDSON SPENT FRUSTRATING MONTH IN INDONESIA ( FEB 12 
TO MARCH 10, 1973). HE TOLD US HE WAS PROMISSED BY 
FOREIGN MINISTER MALIK AND SUBORDINATES OF STATE MINISTER 
FOR ECONOMIC, FINANCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL AFFAIRS, AS WELL 
AS OTHER OFFICIALS, A LETTER STATING CLEARLY GOI DE- 
CISION IN PRINCIPLE TO RETURN ESTATES SUBJECT TO NEGO- 
TIATION REGARDING MECHANICS OF SUCH RETURN. ACCORDING
